St. Petersburg, Jan. 11.—Emperor 
Nicholas has not yet accepted Prince 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky’s resignation of the 
ministry of the interior. The min­ 
ister has informed his majesty of his 
desire to be relieved of the office be­ 
cause the imperial reform programme 
did not go far enough to meet his 
views, but the emperor so far has 
persuaded him to remain in the min­ 
istry. 
Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky’s retire­ 
ment soon, however, is regarded as 
certain, and M. Witte, apparently, is 
equally certain of becoming the Bis­ 
marck of Russia, despite the fact that 
he is cordially hated as well as feared 
at court. Even the emperor seems to 
shrink from the influence of this 
strong man, which is accepted as ac­ 
counting for his reluctance to give up 
Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky so long as 
M. Witte stands as the onlv alterna­ 
tive. M. Witte’s friends, however, do 
not believe that he will accept th< 
ministry of the interior, being of the 
opinion that nothing less than the post 
of chancellor, which would give him 
official dignity as well as power, would 
satisfy him if the emperor should call 
him to the helm at the present crisis. 


RUSSIAN A DMIRAL'S SC H EM E. 


Would 
Have 
Peace 
Declared 
Until 
Russia Could Get a Big Fleet. 
Paris, Jan. 11.—Vice Admiral Dou- 
hnssoff, the Russian member of the 
North sea commission, is quoted by 
the Echo de Paris as having stated in 
an interview that he had submitted to 
Emperor Nicholas a programme for a 
reorganization of the navy, which is 
absolutely indispensable for success 
in the war against Japan. Twenty 
months will he necessary for its oxe 
cution. Admiral Doubassoff thought 
the prospect for Vice Admiral Rojest. 
venskv’s squadron was hopeless. He 
unhestitatfngly declared that he con 
siderod a provisional peace would 
shortly be probable, Japan retaining 
Port Arthur and other territories 
which she has occupied.

Missouri Legislator Asks for Investi­ 
gation of Alleged Bribery Story. 
Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 11.—Repre­ 
sentative Grace of St. Louis Tuesday 
introduced a resolution in the lower 
house of the general assembly calling 
for an investigation of the report that 
St. Louis brewers had given $21,000 to 
Thomas K. Niedringhaus, chairman 
of the state Republican committee and 
caucus nominee for United States 
senator, to influence legislation dur­ 
ing the present session of the legisla­ 
ture.The resolution created a sensation. 
In an instant a dozen representatives 
were on their feet clamoring for recog­ 
nition. A motion to lay the resolution 
on the table was lost, after a roll call 
had been demanded.

Winthrop, Minn., Jan. 11.—William 
Goodman, living nine miles southeast 
of town, was killed Tuesday evening 
by a Minneapolis and St. Louis passen­ 
ger train. His horses were also killed. 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Whether there 
will he an extra session of congress 
for a revision of the tariff is a ques­ 
tion, in the expressed opinion of a 
Dumber of leaders of the senate, that 
must be determined by the president 
and the house. In other words, sev­ 
eral senators contend steadfastly that 
the responsibility of tariff revision agi­ 
tation must bo borne by the house, 
while the senate will join in porfect- 
uch lcglrffirtion as may be pro­ 
vided if an extra session is called by 
the president and a bill be passed by 
the house. 
The senators holding this view are 
not confined to those who, with certain 
house leaders, attended the conference 
held at the White House to sound the 
sentiment of congress. Yet they as­ 
sume, without any public confirmation 
of the fact, that the attitude of the sen­ 
ate conferees was not in opposition to 
tariff revision if that programme 
should he decided upon by the presi­ 
dent. It is declared, therefore, that 
the senate does not stand in the way 
of an early decision as to the neces­ 
sity or advisability of action by con­ 
gress before the next regular session 
of congress. 


Senate Will Erect No Barrier. 
Senators who plan to place on the 
house the burden of an extra session 
argue that certain house members, in 
discussing the relative positions of the 
two legislative branches of congress, 
have not refrained 
from advancing 
th«* charge that the senate does not 
represent the people as does the house 
and say that if opposition to an extra 
session is made effective it will not he 
the senate that erects the barrier. 
Few senators are to be found who 
are willing to discuss the matter for 
publication beyond saying that If a 
tariff session is called it should not be 
held before autumn, to be convened in 
October preferably. 
There is a lively exchange of views 
and gossip regarding tariff revision 
going on in the house. The speaker 
ami prominent members of the ways 
and means committee are collating 
the views of members personally. 
President Roosevelt 
favors the 
earliest possible action looking to a 
revision by congress of the tariff. He 
so informed the senators and repre­ 
sentatives who were 
in conference 
with him at the White House last Sat­ 
urday and he has made plain his po­ 
sition to others since that conference. 
He will call the Fifty-ninth congress 


into extraordinary session as soon ns 
the committees have indicted that 
they are prepared to submit a tariff 
measure for passage. 


Thinks Schedules Should Be Changed. 
One of those present at the con­ 
ference on Saturday said that the 
president informed him that while he 
did not believe in any sweeping re­ 
ductions of the tariff and would abide 
absolutely by the judgment of the two 
committees of the senate and house, 
yet he did think the schedules should 
be thoroughly examined and there 
should be a readjustment as to cer­ 
tain of them. The president added 
that liis own view was that the special 
session should take place at the earl­ 
iest date hv which the committees of 
the t wo houses could come to an agree- 
> ment as to the bill. If they took this 
1 view, he said, he would hold himself 
ready to call the extraordinary ses­ 
sion at whatever time the members of 
the two committees, and especially 
the house committee on ways and 
means, should inform him they would 
he ready with their report. 
Tf congress should act on the tariff 
question in accordance with the presi­ 
dent’s deeire it was made perfectly 
plain Tuesday that the extraordinary 
session would he called to assemble 
the* coming spring, or in the summer if 
deemed advisable.

Jan. 11.— Somewhat of 
I sensation was caused in this city 
Tuesday by the discovery of what ap­ 
peared to be a definite and serious at­ 
tempt to blow up or deface the statue 
of Frederick the Great given to the 
United States by Emperor William of 
Germany and erected in the arsenal 
grounds near the army war college on 
the Potomac river water front in the 
southern part of the city. It was be­ 
lieved at first that a crank had made 
a so ious tffort at destruction of the 
statue, but alter a careful investiga­ 
tion the poli:e officials say the ma­ 
terial used was incapable of produc­ 
ing damaging results. All the evi­ 
dence secured so far. the police an­ 
nounce*, tend to show that the attempt­ 
ed effort to injure the statue was 
puny and arnatureish to a degree. It 
is regarded as an attempt to work up 
a sensation. A hole in the soft mud 
about six inches deep by six inches 
wide end twelve inches long, shatter­ 
ed window panes in nearby buildings 
and five or six splotches of yellow clay 
on as many granite steps summed up 
the damage done by the bomb, which 
had been placed on a high picket fence 
surrounding the statue. An analysis 
and examination of the bomb shows 
the substance used had not sufficient 
strength to wreck the fence.

Th«* proposition to convert the nation­ 
al forest reserve in the Wichita moun­ 
tains, in southwestern Oklahoma, into 
a national game preserve is meeting 
with such encouragement that already 
the plans for its maintenance are being 
considered, says a dispatch from Guth­ 
rie, Okla. It will he the first national 
game preserve in the entire Unite«l 
States. 
Fifty-four miles of meshed and barb- 
etl wire fence will be useil to Inclose a 
twelve mile square tract of land, with­ 
in which will be dams that will <*over 
8,000 acres with water. 
In addition to this large tract will be 
the adjoining Fort Sill military r«*ser- 
vatlon of 58,000 acres, now covered by 
the national game laws. The preserve’s 
boundary line cuts In twain Mount 
Scott and Mount Sh«*rkhm, two of the 
loftl«*st peaks In the Wlchitns, and it is 
hoped to g«*t the consent of the general 
land department allowing these two 
mountains in their entirety to be In­ 
close«!. 
The originator of the plan to establish 
such a preserve in Oklahoma is A. <\ 
Coopt*r of Fort Sill, a typical western 
sportsman of the old type, who has 
made Fort Sill his headquarters for 
fourt«*en years. He hc*gan his sendee 
there as a United States infnntn’inan 
and bunted all over the Wichita moun­ 
tains in the days before a.¡y of Okla­ 
homa was opened for settlenmnt. He 
conceived the Idea of converting the na­ 
tional forest preserve Into a game pre­ 
serve, nnd with a commission empower­ 
ing him to act Cooper took the rnatt«*r 
up 
with 
the 
National 
Sportsmen’s 
league in their annual convention last 
February at Columbus, O., and so in- 
terested th«* delegates that a bill was 
immedint«*!y drafted, 
This 
bill 
has 
passed the house nnd is pending in the 
senate. 
Already within the confines of tills 
proposed preserve, which in effect will 
be a national breeding farm, there are 
many wild animals nnd birds. 
They 
exist entirely off the natural products 
of the land, such as acorns, haws und 
grubworms. 
It is planned du ing the 
first year of tin* preserve to sow the 
valleys to Kaffir corn and sunflowers, 
products which will s«*«xl the ground 
and insure an annual crop without re­ 
planting, 
These will furnish an addi­ 
tional big foo«l supply to the game.

within the i>ast few years he consulted 
specialists in regard to this deformity. 
fine noted surgeon in Nevv York told 
bi n the operation for the separation 
of the parts m ight be successfully per­ 
formed, but th a t the chances were 65 
in Iii,) that the patient would bleed to 
(lentil under tho surgeon’s knife. 
An­ 
other specialist In S t Louis and a third 
in Chicago gave the same opinion. Tile 
operation, therefore, was delayed In­ 
definitely. 
“I’ll take it this time,” Pager told his 
friends and the doctors when he an­ 
nounced Anally his determination to 
have the operation performed. ‘‘If it is 
successful I will be able to speak ef­ 
fectively for Socialism.

The proposition to convert the nation­ 
al forest reserve in the Wichita moun­ 
tains, In southwestern Oklahoma, into 
a national game preserve is meeting 
with such encouragement that already 
the plans for its maintenance are being 
considered, says a dispatch from Guth­ 
rie. Okla. It will be the first national 
game preserve in Hie entire United 
States. 
Fifty-four miles of meshed and barb­ 
ed wire fence will be used to Inclose a 
twelve mile square tract of land, with­ 
in which will be dams that will cover 
8,000 acres with water. 
In addition to this large tract will be 
the adjoining Fort Sill military reser­ 
vation of 58,000 acres, now covered by 
the national game laws. The preserve’s 
boundary line cuts in twain Mount 
Scott and Mount Sheridan, two of the 
loftiest peaks in the Wlchltas, and it is 
hoped to get the consent of the general 
land departm ent allowing these two 
mountains in their entirety to he in­ 
closed. 
The originator of the plan to establish 
such a preserve in Oklahoma is A. C. 
Cooper of Fort Sill, a typical western 
sportsm an of Ihe old ty pe, who has_ 
made Fort Sill his headquarters for 
fourteen years. Ile began his service 
there as a United States infantrym an 
and hunted all over the W ichita moun­ 
tains in the days before any of Okla­ 
homa was opened for settlement. He 
conceived the idea of converting the na­ 
tional forest preserve into a game pre­ 
serve, and with a commission empower­ 
ing him to act Cooper took the m atter 
up 
with 
the 
National 
Sportsmen’s 
league in their annual convention last 
February at Columbus, O., and so in­ 
terested the delegates that a bill was 
immediately drafted. 
This 
bill 
has 
passed the house and is pending in the 
senate. 
Already within the confines of this 
proposed preserve, which in effect will 
be a national breeding farm, there are 
many wild animals and birds. 
They 
exist entirely off the natural products 
of the land, such as acorns, haw s anil 
grubworms. 
It is planned du. ing the 
first year of the preserve to sow the 
valleys to Kaffir corn and sun dowers, 
products which will seed the ground 
and insure an annual crop without re­ 
planting. 
These will furnish an addi­ 
tional Mg food supply to the game.

Blanched by loss of blood and the 
closest call from death known to Dos 
Moines (la.) physicians In many months, 
Joseph Pager lies on a cot at Still col­ 
lege hospital, 
slowly 
regaining the 
strength which he lost after a delicate 
surgical operation performed a few 
days ago, says a I)es Moines special to 
the Ht. Ix>uls Post-Dispatch. 
Pager is a Socialist. 
During the past few weeks he has 
been negotiating with the Des Moines 
branch of th a t party with a view to 
becoming its business agent for the So­ 
cialists of Polk county and giving all 
bis time and energy to the cause, for 
whicfi an ardent devotion had devel­ 
oped in the young engineer. 
Fager has 
been for months In charge of the en­ 
gine room of the Elliott hotel. 
From babyhood he has been ham­ 
pered by an Impediment In his speech, 
resulting from the growth of the Inner 
flesh of his cheek against the gums of 
his upper and lower Jaw. 
Three times 
within the i>ast few years he consulted 
specialists in regard to this deformity. 
One noted surgeon in New York told 
hi n the operation for the separation 
of the parts might be successfully per- 
formed, but th a t the chances were 65 
in 109 that the patient would bleed to 
death under the surgeon’s knife. 
An­ 
other specialist In S t Louis and a third 
in Chicago gave the same opinion. The 
operation, therefore, was delayed In­ 
definitely. 
“I’ll take it this time,” Fnger told his 
friends and the doctors when he an­ 
nounced finally his determination to 
have the operation performed. “ If it is 
successful I will he able to speak ef­ 
fectively for Socialism. If it falls you 
can get another for the work,” he told 
the “comrades” who protested that the 
risk was too great. 
Surgeons at the college performed 
the operation. The flesh of the cheek 
was deftly cut away from the jaws, 
the raw surfaces were packed with an 
antiseptic preparation to induce their 
healing apart, the patient was fed, and 
recuperation set in. Fager grew steadi­ 
ly better. The comfort and weariness 
of the sickbed gave way to restless­ 
ness, and in a few moments of the 
nurse’s absence Fager got up, dressed 
himself and took a few turns about his 
room for exercise. 
The shock to his weakened system 
started his wounds to bleeding. Fager 
got hack into bed and waited for the 
nurse to return. To her lie explained 
what he had done, and the doctors 
were sent for. By the time they ar­ 
rived the patient had weakened from 
the loss of blood. 
Desperate efforts 
were made to stop the bleeding. Ev­ 
ery plan known to the surgeons was re- 
sorted to. They all failed. All day and 
all night the lifeblood of the young en­ 
gineer flowed from the open wound in 
his cheek. 
More doctors were called in. Other 
measures for stanching the flow of 
red blood were tried. Again they fail­ 
ed, and all th at day the bleeding went 
on, slowly, steadily, mercilessly. The 
patient grew weaker and weaker. 
“lie cannot live,” said the surgeon 
whose keen 
blade had opened the 
wound. 
“My friend,” the doctor said, turning 
to the whitened face of the sufferer, 
**lf you have any people, any very- 
dear friends, any father, mother, tell 
us. 
We m ust send for them.” 
Fager smiled faintly. 
Ills lips part­ 
ed as if to speak. 
The doctors l>ent 
close to catch his words. 
There was 
no sound. 
“He’s too far gone to talk.” the doc­ 
tor said. 
A series of questions wore put to the 
young man, nnd after many minutes 
the physicians and Pager’s friends un­ 
derstood th at the man had no rela­ 
tives anywhere. He was a member of 
the Highland Park lodge of Odd Fol­ 
lows and signified that he wanted that 
order to take charge of his body. 
All hope had been given up when 
another doctor came into the sick­ 
room. 
He suggested a new remedy. 
Eager helpers rushed across the street 
to the college, broke open a window 
and got a quantity of gelatin. 
It was 
fed to Fager generously. 
He took it 
eagerly and showed signs of gaining 
strength. 
Within an hour the flow- of 
blood had censed, and the doctors an­ 
nounced th a t the young man would 
get well.

Thomas, the eminent orchestral con­ 
ductor, was especially interesting from 
the fact that his peculiarities were of a 
kind more frequently found among 
great generals, political leaders and 
captains of industry than among musi­ 
cians, says the Buffalo Express. 
Punctuality was one of his most con­ 
spicuous traits. 
So unswerving was 
he In this particular that his lieuten­ 
ants and those members of his organ 
lzation most ambitious to stand high in 
his regard adopted the rule of being on 
hand fifteen minutes in advance of the 
appointed time at all important engage­ 
ments in which Mr. Thomas was per­ 
sonally concerned. 
It Is said that one 
member of the orchestra determined to 
achieve the novel distinction in the 
course of an annual tour of arriving at 
the railway station, ready for depar­ 
ture, before Mr. Thomas should appear. 
Several times he attempted this feat, 
but he always found the leader there 
before him. 
This time, however, he 
walked Into the station thirty minutes 
before starting time. But there, inside 
the waiting room, was Mr. Thomas! 


At a musical festival in a southern 
city, says Everybody’s Magazine, a lo­ 
cal chorus was to take part with the 
Chicago orchestra directed by Theodore 
Thomas. 
One number had an orches­ 
tral prelude, the chorus to come In at 
a certain phrase. 
Four liars before the 
cue note was one somewhat similar, 
and when th a t was reached the chorus, 
being possibly overwrought or seized 
by some pnnic mania for blundering, 
promptly came In—four bars altead of 
the proper place. 
A frightful discord arose, and tho 
manager, standing in the wings, literal­ 
ly tore his hair.

NATIONAL GAME PRESERVE. 


Tra#*t of l,«nd In Oklahoma to Be 
Stocked With Beaut* and Bird*. 
The proposition to convert the nation­ 
al forest reserve in the Wichita moun­ 
tains, in southwestern Oklahoma, into 
a national game preserve is meeting 
with such encouragement that already 
the plans for its maintenance are being 
considered, says a dispatch from Guth­ 
rie, Okla. It will be the first national 
game preserve in the entire United 
States. 
Fifty-four miles of meshed and barb­ 
ed wire fence will be used to inclose a 
twelve mile square tract of land, with­ 
in which .will he dams that will cover 
8,000 acres with water. 
In addition to this large tract w?ill be 
the adjoining Fort Sill military reser­ 
vation of 58,000 acres, now' covered by 
the national game law’s. The preserve’s 
boundary line cuts in tw ain Mount 
Scott and Mount Sheridan, tw o of the 
loftiest peaks in the Wichitas, and it is 
hoped to get the consent of the general 
land departm ent allowing these two 
mountains in their entirety to he in­ 
closed. 
The originator of the plan to establish 
such a preserve in Oklahoma is A. C. 
Cooper of Fort Sill, a typical western 
sportsman of the old tvpeT w’ho has, 
made Fort Sill his headquarters for 
fourteen years. He began his service 
there as a United States infantrym an 
and hunted all over the W ichita moun­ 
tains In the days before any of Okla­ 
homa was opened for settlement. He 
conceived the idea of converting the na­ 
tional forest preserve Into a gam e pre­ 
serve*. and with a commission empower­ 
ing him to act Cooper took the matter 
up 
with 
the 
National 
Sportsmen’s 
league in their annual convention last 
February at Columbus, O., and so in­ 
terested the delegates that a bill w’as 
immediately drafted. 
This 
bill 
has 
passed the house and is pending in the 
senate. 
Already within the confines of this 
proposed preserve, which in effect will 
be a national breeding farm, there are 
many wild animals and birds. 
They 
exist entirely off the natural products 
of the land, such as acorns, haws and 
grubworms. 
It Is planned du.ing the 
first year of the preserve to sow’ the 
valleys to Kaffir corn and sunflowers, 
products which will seed the ground 
and insure an annual crop without re­ 
planting. 
These will furnish an addi­ 
tional big food supply to the game.
